U.S. TO PIPE OIL ACROSS 
MEXICO FOR PACIFIC W 


Two Lines Across Isthmus of Tehuantepec 


For Texas Petroleum to Cost 50 Million, 
Be Completed in Year.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 26. — Ow- 
ing to the fuel oil and gasoline re- 


quirements for the soaring Ameri- 
can offensive in the Pacific, and 
the inability of California wells to 
meet the demand, the Army and 
Navy have projected pipe lines to 
pump Texas oil across the Isth- 
mus of Tehuantepec from Puerto 
Mexico to Salina Cruz. 

The enterprise has been ap- 
proved by the Mexican Govern- 
ment, and construction is expect- 
ed to be completed in a year. 

The Post-Dispatch learned today 
that there will be two pipe lines, 
of 24 and 36 inches, with a daily 
capacity of about 500,000 barrels. 
The project, which will cost 50 to 
60 million dollars, is regarded as 
so urgent that it has been placed 
under what is known as a “must 
go” order. 

The undertaking includes the 
dismantling of a big Texas refin- 
ery and its re-establishment at Sa- 
lina Cruz, and also the possible 
development of an existing oil pool 
in the vicinity of Puerto Mexico. 
It is said to have been agreed that 
the facilities will revert to owner- 
ship by the Mexican Government 
after the war, 


The oil will be shipped by tank- 
ers from Houston to Puerto Mexi- 
co, and will come from fields in 
Texas which &re controlled by the 
Union and Superior Oil companies 
of California. Owing to the war's 
drain, Texas stands as the only 
surplus region for petroleum out- 
put in the United States. 

The enterprise was made neces- 
sary by a shortage of tank cars 
for transporting Texas oil by rail 
to California ports, and a de- 
ficiency of tanker ships for the 
long water haul by way of the 
Panama Canal. : 

The latter route will be short- 
ened hundreds of miles by the 
pipe lines, with the result that one 
tanker will be able to do the work 
of many. 

The route across the Tehuante- 
pec Isthmus is 180 miles long and 
follows level ground, with no ele- 
vation exceeding 745 feet. Prior to 
the digging of the Panama Canal, 
this passage was in extensive use 
for portaging supplies from the 
Gulf of Mexico to the Pacific 
Ocean, 

California thus far has satis- 
fied requirements in the Pacific 
only by drawing on its reserves, 
which at the present rate of con- 
sumption face the prospect of to- 


tal exhaustion within a period 
ominously brief.

Labor Menw Retort. 

Meany and Thomas joined in a 
atatement today challenging the 
bureau to submit to housewives 
the question of whose figures are 
right. They said they got their 
figures from these women and re- 
torted: 

“No group of Government bu- 
reaucrats has ever before had the 
audacity to insult American house- 
wives by telling them that their 
experiences are all wrong, and 
that they should instead try to 
live on BLS statistics.” 

The bureau did not discuss the 
wisdom or practicability of using 
its index as a yardstick to meas- 
ure or limit basic wage increases 
nationally, as the Little Steel 
formula does under certain condi- 
tions, but made these comments: 

“It (the index) must be accept- 
ed for what it is, a good approxi- 
mation of average price changes 
for essentials of family living. It 
is a national average, not a mi- 
crometer reading applicable to the 
situation of every family. When 
it is used for policy purposes, con- 
sideration should be given to prob- 
lems peculiar to the groups in- 
volved. Families differ; localities 
differ; prices vary widely. 

“The cost of living index mv - 
be understood if it is to be prop- 
erly used. Other agencies than 
the BLS have the responsibility 
for i° application to national 
policy.” 

Low-Income Application. 

This appeared to leave room for 
inference that regtonal or city 
figures in the nidex might be 
considered when passing on wage 
increases, or that an elasticity in 
wage policy would be wise in deal- 
ing with different income groups.

closed by a suit filed yesterday in 
Circuit Court. 
-Thesuit, filed by the St. Louis 
t Co., seeks to deter- 


under the terins of his father's 
will to dispose of the 12,600 shares 
as a gift rather than a bequest, 
and thus exempt the beneficiary 
from payment of the Missouri in- 
heritance tax. Although the value 
of the stock issue was not esti- 
mated, the petition stated that the 
inheritance tax would represent 
“quite a large amount of money.” 
Mallinckrodt, who is chairman 
of the board of the Mallinckrodt 
Chemical Works, declined to re- 
veal the name of the institution. 
In April, 1942, it was disclosed at 
a hearing before the United States 
Board of Tax Appeals that he 
had donated $597,283 to Harvard 
University in 1935. In 1923 he 
was said to have influenced his 
father to give $500,000 to help 
build Harvard’s $2,000,000 chem- 
ical laboratory. 

The stock constitutes part of 
the trust estate established in 1918 
by the eldcr Mallinckrodt. By the 
terms of the document the son 
was given explicit authority to dis- 
pose of property in the trust by 
will. The St. Louis Union Trust 
Co., in its petition, expressed doubt 
as to whether the contemplated 
gift is consistent within the mean- 
ing of the trust document. The 
suit is designed simply to clarify 
this ambiguity. 

Cricuit Judge William H. Killo- 
ren was assigned to construe the 
trust document. 


CHURCHILL'S SON CONFERRING

LONDON, Feb. 26 (AP).—Capt. 
Randolph Churchill, son of the 
Prime Minister, is conferring with 
Marshal Josif (Tito) Broz, the 
Yugoslav guerrilla leader, after 
presumably parachuting into Yu- 
goslavia, it was learned today.

SI. LOUISAN, 3 WAVES 
AILLED IN PLANE CRASH 


Burlon Wilson One of 11 
Victims of Accident 
at Olathe, Kan. 


KANSAS CITY, Kan., Feb. 26 
(AP).—Eleven persons, including 
three Waves and a St, Louis sail- 
or, were killed today in the crash 
of a transport training plane at 
the Olathe (Kan.) naval air sta- 
tion, Five others were injured. 

The plane, carrying personnel 
from the naval primary training 
command headquarters at Fair- 
fax Airport, Kansas City, Kan., 
faltered in a take-off from the 
Olathe field and pancaked from a 
height of 75 feet, bursting into 
flames as it struck, witnesses said. 

The five survivors, including the 
pilot, were thrown clear of the 
flaming wreckage. 

The dead included Burlon Wil- 
son, 29 years old, seaman first 
class, St. Louls, and Lt. Comdr. 
Richard P, Wilson, 31, medical of- 
ficer, Kansas City, Mo. The Waves 
were Clinta Campbell, 23, yeoman 
third class, Port Orchard, Wis; 
Margaret Irene Vajda, 22, phar- 
macist mate, Capitol Heights, Md., 
and Kathryn Carr, 30, seaman

Burlon Wilson is the husband 
of Mrs. Elvira Wilson, 4478A Clay- 
ton avenue. SBefore enlisting in 
the Navy last December he was 
employed as a guard at the St. 
Louis Ordnance Plant. Rudy 
Otto, Mrs. Wilson’s father, told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter that his 
daughter left St. Louis yesterday 
to visit her husband at his station.

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Use of Red and Blue Ration Tokens 


As Change With Stamps Now Valid 


Red and blue fiber rationing 
tokens valued at one point each 


became valid today for the pur- 
chase of meats, dairy products 
and processed foods, as a new 
plan of the Office of Price Ad- 
ministration went into effect. 

The tokens will be given to 
shoppers as change for purchases 
made with red and blue stamps 
from Book 4, each of which has 
a value of 10 points regardiess of 
the figure on the face. The 
tokens may be spent in the same 
Manner as stamps. 

Use of the disks, which are 
slightly smaller than a dime, is 
expected to speed purchasing and 
simplify accounting. The system 
will operate in the following man- 
ner: 

A housewife purchasing meat 
carrying a value of 17 points sur- 
renders two 10-point red stamps 
and receives in change three red 
tokens good at any time for the

purchase of meats, fats and oils. 
Similarly, the purchaser of proc- 
essed food with a value of 21 
points surrenders three 10point 
blue stamps and receives in 
change nine blue tokens valid at 
any time for the purchase of proc- 
essed foods, 

Tokens will be given only as 
change for stamps. The purchaser 
may not, for example, cash a 10- 
point stamp for its full value and 
receive 10 tokens, 

The first red stamps valid for 
meat are A-8, B-8 and C-8 and 
may be used through May 20. 
Every two weeks, three new 
stamps will become valid. Blue 
processed food stamps will be vali- 
dated in sets of five at the start 
of each month. The first series, 
A-8 through E-8, will be valid 
through May 20.

1944 to Decide War's Length. 

In a memorandum to Paul V. 
McNutt, chairman of the War 
Manpower Commission, and Maj. 
Gen. Lewis B. Hershey, Selective 
Service’ Director, the President 
said the “crucial campaigns” of 
this year will «determine the 
length of the war and its costs 
in men and materials. 

The tightened agricultural de-

A large force of Boston attack 
bombers and Beaufort fighters 
hit But and Dagua airdromes in 
the vicinity of the important en- 
emy base of Wewak, New Guinea, 
on Thursday and Bostons came 
back the next day to hit Boram, 
another airfield protecting We- 
wak. Fires started by the raids 
were visible for 50 miles. Eighty- 
six tons of bombs destroyed or, 
damaged at least 23 parked Japa- 
nese planes. There was no air 
opposition.

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FINLAND LIKELY 
TO ACCEPT REDS 
SIX-POINT PEACE 
TERMS ThiS WEEK 


Restoration of 1940 Bor- 
ders and Internment of 
100,000 Nazi Troops 
Viewed'‘as Chief 
Stumbling Blocks. 


LONDON, Feb. 26 (AP).—Peace 
may come to war-weary Finland 
early next week with acceptance 
by the Finns of Soviet Russia’s 
six-point terms, diplomats agreed 
tonight as they kept their atten- 
tion on negotiations between the 
two countries. 

One big stumbling block in the 
terms, which circulated here unof- 
ficially, was said to be a Russian 
demand for the internment of 100,- 
000 German troops in Northern 
Finland. 

Another serious problem was 
posed by Russia’s reported demand 
for restoration of the 1940 borders, 
beyond which Finnish troops have 
advanced. . 

The Stockholm Aftonbladet’s 
Helsinki correspondent said this 
provision was a shock to the Finn- 
ish people because many thou- 
sand Karelians already have 
moved back into the land on the 
Karelian Isthmus between Lake 
Ladoga and the Gulf of Finland 
which was ceded to Russia in 
1940. 

“If peace with Russia is to 
guarantee Finland's independence, 
then the country’s boundaries 
must not be violated,” said the 
Finnish newspaper Karjala. 

Censorship Eased. 

The view that peace negotiations 
had made distinct progress was 
strengthened by the mere fact 
that Finnish censorship, ordinarily 
strict, had permitted publication 
of the purported Russian terms. 
This seemed to signify the govern- 
ment was preparing its people for 
some important move. The 1940 

ace caused profound surprise 
among the Finns at home because 
they then thought they were 
winning the war. 

Another fact that lent credence 
to the peace reports was that Rus- 
sia was holding up a ground cam- 
paign on the Leningrad front, 
where the Red Army is in 
an advantageous strategical posi- 
tion. This was taken as a Rus- 
sian gesture that the door to 
peace is open for Finland and a 
quick reply is expected, 

The Finnish-Russian situation 
“is expected to be much clearer 
in the next few days. The gov- 
ernment is expected to give a full 
report to Parliament very soon,” 
said the Aftonbladet’s Helsinki 
correspondent, 

Other Reported Demands. 

Besides the demands for the 
1940 border and internment of the 
German troops in Finland, offi- 
cial reports here had it that Rus- 
gia’s other terms included: 

The Red Army will march in 
and help put the Germans under 
control, if Finland so desires, Fin-

“The resignation under pressure 
of the chief counsel,” Miller and 
Wigglesworth said, “is just one 
more result of the obstruction, in- 
timidation and sabotage resorted 
to by the White House, the De- 
partment of. Justice, the Fedefal 
Communications Commission and 
the robed Richelieus of the palace 
guard, both past and present, to 
cover up the wrongdoing and to 
conceal the pernicious activities of 
he FCC,” 

Garey, in submitting his resigna- 
tion, declared in a letter to Chair- 
man Lea (Dem.), California, that 
the investigation had been con- 
verted into “a sheer whitewash- 
ing affair, wholely responsive to 
political pressures and dominated 
entirely by political expediency.” 


Further Revelations Hinted. 

Although reports have been cur- 
rent on Capitol Hill that Miller 
and Wigglesworth contemplate re- 
signing from the committee 
neither gave any indication today 
of taking such action immediately. 
They hinted at later revelation of 
some of the  behind-the-scenes 
maneuvering in the committee, by 
saying ‘“‘the time has come when 
we feel impelled to make a full 
disclosure of the facts. 

“The American people are en- 
titled to know the truth regarding 
the tawdry tactics that have been 
employed by the Roosevelt admin- 
istration to cover up and conceal 
from the public the activities of 
an important agency of the gov- 
ernment,” they said. 

“The suppression and sabotage” 
which has been employed is a 
contrite confession at the bar of 
public opinion.

This measure- pro- 
vides for additional hospitals, vo- 
cational training, ‘-mustering-out 
pay, education, home and farm 
purchase aid on a self-sustaining 
basis without cost to taxpayers, 
Ob assistance and unemployment 
neurance, 

“We are lavishly expending bil- 
liéns to win this war,” he said. 
“We have appropriated one billion 
doliars to help the people of other 
countries after the war. We are 
talking about spending hundreds 
of millions to build a pipe line in 
Arabia, which will make cheaper 
ofl and cheaper power for Europe 
to compete with us after the war. 
Bling us be as generous in expend- 
jing a small part of these huge 
sums for our own. 

“We should not spend a dollar 


jabroad for such purposes until we 


have done all within our power, 
until we have spent all that is 
needed, to bring solace and hap- 
piness and success to those for 
whom the war will never end.”

Time Far Off Record. 

Stir Up ran the mile and one- 
eighth in one minute, 522-5 sec- 
onds, far off the track record of 
1:481-5 but creditable over a rac- 
ing strip which is slow this sea- 
gon.

Reform Is Losing to Expediency 
In the Constitutional Convention 


And Delegates Dawdle on Job 


Time to Take Stock—Some Forward-Look- 
ing Steps Taken but Principle Has Been 
Compromised in Every One—On Record, 
Results May Not Be Worth Effort.

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 26. 

FTER five months of sessions the time has come for State Con- 
A stitutional Convention delegates to take stock—to decide whether 

their failure to get down to business and get their job done 
may not be creating a public distrust which will have an adverse 
effect when the Constitution is submitted to a vote; to decide whether 
continued adherence to a policy of expedience, with halfway meas- 
ures of reform, in many instances, may not make their finished docu- 
ment relatively unimportant in view of the time expended and the 
cost incurred. 


Physicians’ 


It is, of course, a fact that Con- 
stitution making is a slow job and 
should be done studiously, care- 
fully and with caution, but it is 
undeniable that so far the indi- 
vidual convenience of a majority 
of the delegates has been the con- 
trolling influence rather than a 
desire to work at the job and 
reach an accomplishment within 
a reasonable time. 


Three Days a Week. 


With a few exceptions, the dele- 
gates have been working only 
three days a week, Tuesdays, 
Wednesdays and Thursdays. 
There have been Monday night 
sessions, but they never, have 
more than roll-call sessions, no 
business being transacted. There 
have been Friday morning ses- 
sions, but they have been little 
more than repetitions of the Mon- 
day night sessions. There has 
been an occasional Monday night 
committee meeting and an occa- 
“sional Friday morning committee 
meeting. It has been customary 
for nearly half the delegates to 
leave Jefferson City shortly after 
noon Thursday and return Mon- 
day night, many of them not until 
Tuesday morning. 

In addition to these long week- 
end vacations, every reasonable 
(and sometimes unreasonable) ex- 
cuse has been taken for additional 
vacation, such as the Washington 
birthday vacation from Friday un- 
til Wednesday, a week ago. 

The cost of the convention, ex- 
elusive of the cost of the election 
authorizing it and the election of 
delegates, so far has been in ex- 
cess of $300,000, or more than $60,- 
000 a month, 

The convention has been in ses- 
gion five months, and from its 
present rate of progress it will 
continue for not less than three 
months more, and it may run 
much longer than that. 

Including the campaign for 
adoption of the constitution and 
the special election at which it 
will be submitted to the voters, 


the total cost undoubtedly will go 


beyond $1,000,000. 


a body of this kind there is a 
spirit of over-gallant consideration 
of one individual for another, and 
even the best of them have just let 
the matter rock along. 

As a consequence, the convention 
work is not half way as far along 
as it could have been if the dele- 
gates had assembled, Monday 
morning of each week and worked 
until Friday evening. The com- 
mittee sessions could have been 
strung out over two additional 
days each week, there would have 
been fewer conflicts of committees, 
longer sessions could have been 
held and more work done. Had 
that been the policy, every com- 
mittee would have finished its 
work weeks ago and many sub- 
jects would have been completed 
on the floor of the convention. 


11 Committees Ready. 


Of the 20 committees to which 
proposals have been submitted, 11 
have completed their work and 
have. made their final reports. 
Most of the others will report 
within the next, week or so, but 
several of the committees will not 
be ready. probably for another 
three weeks. 

In the meantime, little can be 
done on the floor. So far, only 
one subject has been debated on 
the floor, and that debate has not 
been completed. 

There is no. doubt that out of 
the convention will come a num- 
ber of recommendations for high- 
ly desirable constitution: changes, 
but expedience, the fear that some 
forward-looking proposal would 
meet opposition to the adoption of 
the vonstitution, has had a con- 
trolling influence on several of the 
committees. 

The decision for a cabinet form 
of government is looked upon as 
an outstanding accomplishment. 
It has been approved by the com- 
mittee and probably. will be 
adopted by the convention, Its 
purpose is to consolidate the ad- 
ministrative functions of the Gov- 
ernment in one department under 
the Governor and abolish the 
system oc electing minor State of-

Speaking before the Kiwanis Club of Balti- 
more last December, Dr. Fishbein described 
the Wagner-Murray-Dingell measure as ‘‘per- 
haps the most virulent scheme ever con- 
jured out of the mind of man,” and asserted 
the proposal, if adopted, would attract ‘“‘the 
25 to 30 per cent of doctors who have never 
done very well, but the best qualified physi- 
clans would want no part of it.” 

Later Dr. Fishbein declared that such 
plans, once adopted, become changeable only 
by political pressure. He said. ‘‘The bureau- 
cracies, with the interests which they create 
and protect, become concerned first of all 
with their own expansion and greater con- 
trol. The correction of unsuccessful experi- 
ments becomes exceedingly difficult. 

‘In the development of the Murray-Wag- 
ner-Dingell bill, as far as can be learned, 
attempts were not made even to consult with 
the medical profession, representatives of 
hospital associations, or any of the other 
great organizations that prevail in the field 
of medical service. The result is a piece of 
legislation which would place the interest of 
the administering agencies and the funds 
involved above those who are to receive or 
to render medical service.” 

With the National Physicians Committee 
subjected to charges it is playing the role 
of AMA “mouthpiece” in fighting the bill, 
some doctors have wondered why the asso- 
ciation itself shied away from open propa- 
ganda activities. One possible explanation 
was offered by Dr. Chester I. Ulmer, chair- 
man of the New Jersey branch of the NPC, 
who, in emphasizing the necessity for that 
organization, wrote in the New Jersey State 
Medical Society Journal that the AMA has 
been accorded the status of a nonprofit, 
scientific, educational foundation, 
such has been granted exemption from in- 
come and social security taxation.

Lay groups interested in the AMA’s pro- 
gram therefore cannot contribute funds to 
the association, he went on. “‘As a case in 
point, the funds of the (AMA) Council on 
Pharmacy could not be kept free from 
suspicion if the AMA were accepting sub- 
stantial contributions from a drug manu- 
facturer.” 


But there is nothing to prevent chain 
drugstores and drug manufacturers fro 
contributing funds to the National Physi- 
cians Committee. Some pharmaceutical 
firms have offered their facilities to help dis- 
tribute NPC literature. One wholesale drug 
company has packed NPC*pamphlets in reg- 
ular shipments to retail drugstores, for dis- 
tribution to customers. The United Cigar- 
Whelan Stores Corporation recently sent let- 
ters to doctors condemning the proposed 
legislation as an attempt to “regiment the 
medical profession.”’ 


The letters also promised that: ‘‘The in- 
closed leaflet, issued by the National Physi- 
cians Committee for the Extension of Medi- 
cal Service, will be distributed to our cus- 
tomers in every Whelan Drug Store through- 
out the country—we will see to it that your 
message reaches the general public.” 


Insurance Companies Help, 
Also Chambers of Commerce. 


Some private insurance companies also are 
co-operating with organized medicine in the 
“enlighteiment” campaign. An insurance 
firm with headquarters at Jacksonville, Fla., 
for example, has sent letters to “all medical 
doctors and hospital staffs’’ asserting, in 
part: “Because this bill not only advocates 
socialized medicine, but also pretty well 
builds up a complete socialist state, the in- 
surance companies, in co-operation with the 
medical profession and other interested 
groups, propose to educate the people on this 
subject.’”’ 


Various Chambers of Commerce and real 
estate groups have joined hands in the fray, 
peering askance at compulsory health in- 
surance as another step toward governmental 
regimentation, And the National Committee 
to Uphold Constitutional Government, in- 
spired by Publisher Frank Gannett, peren- 
nial presidential aspirant, has sent out 
frantic appeals to oppose the bill, in en- 
velopes stamped with the boldface warning: 
“MENACE of Senator Wagner's Political 
Medicine Bill EXPOSED. See AMA Resolu- 
tions, Jnclosed. Your Help Needed!”’ The 
measure, of course, also has been denounced 
a Communist document designed to make 
the nation Red.

Erie County (N. Y.) doctor is illuminating. 
“The Erie County Medical Society,” the 
doctor wrote, “has just passed a resolution 
assessing every. member $26. for the sole 
purpose of defeating the Wagner-Murray bill. 
If I should not pay this item, I may be ex- 
pelled from the Erie County Medica] Society 
and, therefore, from the American Medica) 
Association. According to statutes of recog- 
nized hospitals, only members of the County 
Society and the AMA can be admitted to 
their staff. Thus, an otherwise reputable 
physician may lose a full-time position. 
“Thus far, I have been flooded with lit- 
erature against the bill, but I have yet to see 
the first statement in favor of it. Why the 
blackout on information in favor of the bill? 
Are we introducing here the propaganda 
methods of a Hitler and Goebbels?” 


While this doctor does not stand alone in 
his views of the controversy, physician-pro- 
ponents of the bill have been largely unor- 
ganized and ineffectual, but they are making 
an attempt to make their views known.

Dr. Ernst P. Boas Critic 
of ‘Enlightenment’ Campaign. 


Dr. Ernst P. Boas, chairman of the Physi- 
clans Forum, has been outspoken in criticism 
of organized medicine’s bitter campaign to 
defeat the bill.

STORM OVER THE TAX BILL 


Congress Ignores Tax Needs 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

How do you suppose Messrs, Dough- 
ton, Knutson, et al., arrive at their con- 
clusion that the issue in the veto of the 
tax bill is “whether the executive or 
Congress shall write tax laws”? 


Consulting the Constitution, I find: 
*Every bill which shall have passed the 
House of Representatives and the Sen- 
ate, shall, before it become a law, be 
presented to the President. . .j} if he 
approve he shall sign it, but if not he 
shall return it, with his objections to 
that house in which it shall have orig- 
inated, who shall... proceed to recon- 
sider it.” 


Later in the same section (Article I, 
Section VII) it is specified that “every 
order, resolution, or vote” shall be sub- 
jected to the same procedure before tak- 
ing effect. It is not stated in this sec- 
tion or anywhere else in the Constitu- 
tion that tax bills are exempted from 
this procedure. 

The fact that tax bills are generally 
accepted by the executive does not mean 
that the President was not acting in 
obedience to the Constitution in reject- 
ing a bill he did not approve. There is 
no question of Congress losing the right 
to loans up our tax laws. But let it 
write a tax law which has some recog- 
nizable relation to present problems.

Those Who Doubt Freedom 


We Americans are accustomed to saying that 
the free society ‘we enjoy is founded upon enlight- 
enment, yet strangely enough We are always sur- 
prised to find that enlightenment is required to 
make it work well. A public opinion survey by 
the National Opinion Research Center of the Unt 
versity of Denver, to ascertain what Americans 
think of the principle of free speech, is a present 
cause for just such surprise. 

One American out of every three is opposed td 
free apeech in principle, the survey finds, and as 
the principle begins to be put into practice the 
proportion of its advocates drops off. To be sure, 
some of those who would put limits on speech 
are thinking of slander, libel, vulgarity and pro- 
fanity, and incitement to riot and violence— 
abuses of the freedom of speech which are dealt 
with by existing law. But even when those are 
counted out who mistake free speech for the abuse 
of it, and who do not realize that the abuses they 
would outlaw are already outlawed, there are still 
a great deal too many Americans who do not un- 
derstand the place of free speech in their heritage 
of a free society. 

Criticism of the Government and of govern- 
ment officialsa—one of the most valuable ways in 
which free speech can be used in free society—is 
mentioned in the. survey more often than any 
other as the type of speech which ought to be lim- 
ited. Twelve per cent of all the persons inter- 
viewed were in favor of limiting it. 

Still others would limit speech that might 
arouse national or religious prejudice, or that 
presents “radical” views. Only 57 per cent sup- 
ported the right of the Socialist party to pub- 
lish newspapers in the United States in peace- 
time, Only 48 per cent favored the right of mem- 
bers of the Communist party to speak on the ra- 
dio in peacetime. Only 66 per cent supported the 
right of newspapers to criticise the Government 
in peace time, 3 

The startling conclusion of the survey report is 
the conclusion that should have been expected all 
along: “The more education @ person has, the 
more likely he is to have an opinion on the issue, 
and the more likely he is to favor the principle 
of free speech.” Free speech for Communists was 
supported, for instance, by 38 per cent of Ameri- 
cans who did not finish high school, 50 per cent 
of the high school graduates, and 67 per cent of 
those with college education, 

Obviously the schools are not completely dis- 
charging their responsibility as long as any of 
our youth who go through them come away with- 
out faith in free speecly, We have not only to see 
that education is made more nearly universal, but 
also to arrange for it to be made better. 

The best way in which Americans who truly 
believe in the freedom of speech can make their 
belief effective is to bring more and better educa- 
tion.to more and more of our people, until at 
least an adequacy has‘been brought to all. We 
must remember that American citizens, the people 


_of any free society, are not born; they are made 


—by knowledge.

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The Struggle for Power 

Associate Supreme Court Justice Robert Jack- 
son, speaking before the Canadian Bar Associa- 
tion in Toronto, looked into the future and saw 
its shape quite clearly. Like Charles EB. Wilson, 
he thinks it probable “that those who have been 
inclined toward the right will move further to 
the right, and that those who have been looking 
hopefully to the left will go further to the left. 
If that transpires, it makes wider and sharper 
and deeper division among our people as to the 
very fundamentals of organized life.” 

With this estimate of the warripg political 
philosophies within the framework of parliamen- 
tary government, Justice Jackson did more than 
explain the présent schism in the court itself. He 
handed down a decision on the fate of democ- 
racy as we know it: Unless it ig held to be a 
dynamic and evolving form of government, grow- 
ing in all its members with the needs and prob- 
lems of the people, it will fall before the ex- 
tremist ideologies. We cannot rule ourselves by 
running in the same place. 

The Supreme Court has given us in the last few 
years our clearest picture of an arm of democrat- 
ic government growing to embrace the larger con- 
cepts of democracy. It is not change, not un- 
settlement, not transition that we have to fear, 
but atrophy and ignorance. 

“To increase the distance by which the views 
of men are separated is to intensify the strug- 
gle for power.” That distance broadens if we are 
blind to the lessons taught by the struggle for 
power in other lands. 
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Londoners will go on “double summer time,” as 
it’s called, in April. “Double summer time, and 
the livin’s twice as easy——.”

While ostensibly resigning to “take a rest,” 
President Ramirez was forced out of office by 
Juan Peron and his Oolonels’ Clique, who are 
the keal rulers of Argentina. Ramirez was weak- 
en was going soft. The Peron gang needed 
a stronger man, so it was suggested to Ramirez 
that the “intense tasks of government” were ex- 
hausting him. Moreover, he was instructed to 
turn over the office to his lawful successor, Vice 
President Farrell. . 

Thus the move could not be described as a 
revolution or such a drastic change as would 
affect the recognition of the government by the 
United States. It ‘could be called,,;instead, an 
orderly, legitimate procedure. The Colonels’ 
Clique was in position mildly to claim that Ar- 
gentina of today is the same Argentina whose 
Fascist Government we recognized last spring. 

And that is true. It is the same Argentina. 
It holds no elections, Its Congress has been 
suspended, It is ruled by decree. The press is 
gagged, there is no freedom of religion or right 
of habeas corpus. There are concentration camps 
for political dissenters. It is a gangster govern- 
ment that must so rule to thwart the will of the 
people for membership in the United Nations. 

Under the circumstances, the State Depart- 
ment has the opportunity to remedy its mistake 
of last spring and to withhold recognition from 
a regime that, behind its bland mask, is our 


enemy, for ideological and economic reasons, It 
also has the opportunity to correct the anomaly 
by which we refuse recognition to the new Boll- 


vian Government, while according recognition - 


to its far more sinister foster-parent.

Suppression? Why? 

Gaetano Salvemini, Harvard professor and ex- 
ile from Italian Fascism, charged in an address 
here last week that full news of the resolutions 
passed by the All-Party Congress at Bari was 
suppressed in this country. 

Facts bear him out. On-the-spot. reporting of 
the Baril meeting by American correspondents 
brought past the censorship news of only one 
resolution, that calling for the resignation of 
the little King. There were two others: One de- 
crying any Allied attempt to set ap a regency 
that would freeze in power the decadent House 
of Savoy; one calling for a provisional govern- 
ment and constituent assembly to be formed by 
the six anti-Fasciet parties, to conduct general 
elections for a popular government when Italy 
is freed. 

Oddly enough, news of all three resolutions 
was released by the OWI to Itallan-language 
newspapers in their own tongue. The same in- 
formation did not, through any known channel, 
reach the English-speaking press. 

Why, if Salvemini’s assertion is as true ag it 
seems to be, should the American people be de- 
nied a complete report on a meeting of great 
historical and international significance? Was 
there fear that word of this independent and 
united action on the part of Italian champions 
of a republic would further discredit the House 
of Savoy and Badoglio in this country? Was 
there fear that it would inspire further questions 
about Allied policy in Italy? 

Or was freedom of the press strictured as part 
of a deal, now apparently under way, to saddle 
the “liberated” Italians with a regency based on 
a royal house which is despised, as Salvemini 
says, by the majority of the people. 

If it is true that Winston Churchill has prom- 
ised that the Italian throne shall not fall, there 
is cause for concern among all who fear that 
the old sicknesses of Europe will be perpetuated 
and authoritarianism revitalized. Even in the 
perspective of a more moderate point of view, 
there is something seriously wrong with any pro- 
gram that makes necessary the suppression of 
news that has no direct bearing on military 
security. 

The six anti-Fascist Italian parties which 
met at Bari last month to avow their devotion to 
the cause of the republic and their scorn for 
Badoglio and the little King are staging the same

- the United States on a career of greatness. When 


this kind of thing is going on in Italy, the Amer- 
ican people want to know about it. 
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It’s still an open question how far the revolt of 
Congress against the President will go.

On Understanding Your Congressman

He is not the mythical member you read about, but a typical human 
being, says a distinguished philosopher and biographer; obscure, 
powerless and ignorant by comparison with the President, whom 
he must both oppose and support, he deserves your close interest. 


Ralph Barton Perry, Professor of Philosophy at Harvard University, 
in the New York Times 


It is always a shock to meet a member 
of Congress—he is so unlike a “Congress- 
man.” A “Congressman” is a man who 
buys and sells votes; who spends all his 
time getting elected and keeping elected; 
who represents some particular pressure 
group; who advertises himself and is 
against “the administration.” 

A “Congressman,” in short, {8 a sort of 
composite picture of all the faults of mem- 
bers of Congress. When, however, you 
meet a member of Congress, and then a 
second, and'a third, you begin to suspect 
that there is no such thing as a “Congress- 
man.” How does it happen that these well- 
meaning, decent and typical human beings 
acquire the traits by which they are repre- 
sented in the popular stereotype? 


Our system of government is known as 
the system of “checks and balances.” A 
member of Congress thinks of himself as 
engaged in more checking than balancing. 
There is a jealousy of prerogatives and 
watchful suspicion. The executive becomes 
not the partner but the rival. This hostility 
is aggravated by the fact that the chief ex- 
ecutive is the leader of a party. 


Groundswell for ‘a Change’ 


Members of Congress are forééd to dis- 
tinguish between the chief magistrate and 
the past or prospective candidate for office, 
which is very difficult when both roles are 
filled by the same man. The Congressman 
has to serve the President and at the same 
time pull him down. It is not surprising 
that the narrower and less magnanimous 
attitude should very often prevail. 


The people get tired of the party in pow- 
er and “want a change.” 

Why do they want a change? Whatever 
be the still deeper reasons, it appears to 
be a fact that grievances accumulate, 
whereas gratitude does not. Governments 
interfere with private I{fe—that of course, 
is what we have them for. 
and they forbid. They also make mistakes 
along with their successes. But they are 
remembered with resentment and disap- 
proval for their forbiddings ‘and their mis- 
takes rather than with grateful apprecia- 
tion for their permittings and their suc- 
cesses, 

As an administration grows in age, it 
grows in popular disfavor; and this popular 
disfavor is reflected in Congress. 


That Inferiority Complex 


The poor Congressman is also the victim 
of another difficulty. Representation means 


that a section of the people choose a man 


from their number who is best fitted to 
govern—for the country’s good. But rep- 
resentation also means that a section of the 
people choose from their number one who 
is pledged to represent the special interests 
of the section, regardless of his proficiency 
in the art of statesmanship. The member 
of Congress is confused and divided against 
himself. 


The executive, through its administrative 
departments, hires the experts. The result 
is to give the member of Congress, who is 
a layman like his constituents, an inferior- 
ity complex. The inferiority complexity he- 
gets a desire to take down the superior, or 
to belittle any form of attainment in which 
he excels. Hence the member of Congress 
joins the popular hue and cry against the 
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They permit, - 


expert, more commonly called “the pro- | 


fessor.” 


The member of Congress, unable to meet 
the administrative expert on technical 
grounds, falls back on his power, drags him 
before cammittees and heckles him before 
the public, or sabotages his work by refus- 
ing him funds, 


Here, then, is the executive, the focus of 
all eyes, the custodian of all interests, 
whose doings are front-page or headline 
news, who mobilizes and commands the ex- 
perts, and who represents the country at 
Teheran, where he hobnobs with the na- 
bobs. And here, on the other hand, is the 
Senator or Congressman, a great man when 
he left home—or great enough to be elect- 
ed—but in Washington comparatively ob- 
scure, powerless and ignorant. If he feels 
no jealousy or suspicion and is guilty of no 
“over-compensation,” then there is no truth 
in psychology. 


Not to Be Taken Seriously 


Once every four years, the American peo- 
ple divide into two nearly equal groups 
whose leaders solemnly assert, nay, elo- 
quently proclaim, that the country can be 
saved from utter destruction only by their 
election to office and the defeat of their 
opponents—not in the least inhibited by the 
fact that this prophecy of impending doom 
has now been 40 times repeated and proved 
false. 


Why has this prediction not proved true 
and why, as I venture to predict, will it 
prove false in 1044, whichever party tri- 
umphs? Because we still have so much 
more in common than we have apart, and 
because we know this in our hearts, even 
though we belie it by our words. I suspect 
that after every selfish interest has had its 
day, we shall somehow stop inflation, tax 
ourselves, settle our labor disputes, save the 
nation and é¢ven win the peace, 


Write as Man to Man 


I do not believe that this will happen by 
accident. I believe that there are widely 
soattered sparks of intelligence and good 
will lurking even in the minds of Congress- 
men, and that sooner or later those sparks 
draw together and provide a beacon light 
for action. 


My purpose here is to suggest the method 
of collaboration. Learn to know one or 
more members of Congress in the flesh and 
substitute this experience for stereotypes 
and cliches, 


Write to your Congressman as you talk 
to him when you know him, with the cour- 
tesy and respect which one man owes to 
another, assuming his good faith, acknowl- 
edging his difficulties and claiming no more 
than a right to share his counsels and re- 
sponsibilities, since he is your Government, 
I can testify that this sometimes produces 
surprising and gratifying results. It is one 
way of being a citizen in a democracy.

Two Novels About-the Japs 
Are Heavy With Propaganda 


“Bonin,” by Robert Standish. (Macmillan Co., New 

York.) 

“This Is My Brother,” by Louis Pasi. (Orewa Pal 
lishers, New York.) 

South of Japan, about half-way between 
the city of Yokohama and the island of 
Guam, lie the Bonin Islands, tiny dots of 
land in a gigantic sea. Uninhabited until a 
little more than a century ago, when a 
heterogeneous band of disaffected Western- 
ers sought sanctuary there, no very serious 
Claim to their ownership was made by any 
of the great powers. By default, they 
eventually fell to Japan, later in the nine- 
teenth century; and now, such occidental 
blood as remains there is much diluted. 

“Bonin” is a fictional account of the 
early English and American settlers on the 
island. Mr. Standish is fascinated by the 
romantic story of the Boning, and he has 
communicated much of his fascination to 
the reader. The book is an interesting one, 
and well worth reading. As a novel, how- 
ever, it has serious faults: there is no single 
protagonist; the characters are sketchily 
developed, and, hence, often appear to act 
inconsistently; the sweep of the novel is 
too vast for its 286 pages, and lack of unity 
is the result, 

There are some exciting, swift-moving 
scenes in the novel; and the enchanting 
quality of life on a South Sea island is 
rather well presented. Despite these good 
attributes, the book suffers from a certain 
amateurishness. The smiling Japanese, who 
enter late in the story, are too convention- 
ally villainous. And the complexities tn- 
volved in a historical novel dealing with 
several generations ‘seem rather too much 
for Mr. Standish to manage, 
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Louis Paul’s novel, on the contrary, is 
professionally slick; hence, it has virtually 
no artistic merit. In brief, it is propa- 
gandistic in intention, written to capitalize 
on the horrors of the Japanese treatment of 
American prisoners. There is a great deal 
of pretentious philosophizing that is sup- 
posed to be the thinking of an American 
soldier facing inevitable death; but a 
doomed man’s thoughts must be far more 
elemental. : 

The book is filled with the physical horror 
and the hollow emotionalism so dear to the 
Hollywood script writers. Mr. Paul’s hero 
must have taken a great many movies very 


seriously.

I had the opportunity the day 
before to observe how Army and 
Navy bombers kept the field at 
Buka Passage, for instance, 80 
churned up that nothing short of 
a helicopter could have landed 
there. 


Rendezvous With Bombers. 


We had rendezvoused with the 
bombers over Baga Island just 
west of Vella Lavella, proceeded 
up the coast of Bougainville and 
then circled wide to come in over 
Buka from the west. Above us 
were Army fighters providing high 
cover, while below, looking ex- 
tremely businesslike, were the 
bombers. To the Japs waiting 
nervously at their guns on Buka, 
this swarm of planes moving stead- 
ily in toward them must have 
been an impressive spectacle. 

This was my first escort mis- 
sion into enemy territory, and as 
I slid back and forth under our 
flight leader for a better view of 
the sky, my eyes began to ache 
from staring into the sun. Where 
were their fighters? ‘Time and 
again I thought I had them spot- 
ted, but they always turned out 
to be our own fighters. I finally 
realized that, on this occasion, the 
Japs had no air opposition to 
throw against us. 

And then, while the fighters 
ranged nervously overhead and 
the bombers, flying in close for- 
mation, pressed relentlessly on to- 
ward their target—the brown 
stretch of runway north of the 

black puffs of antiair- 
craft fire blossomed erratically 
above, below and around them. 
Sporadic flashes on Sohana, a 
small island nestling innocently in 
the southwest mouth of the Pass- 
age, were extinguished by an 
abrupt, spectacular column of 
smoke as a_ well-aimed bomb 
seemed to sweep it clean. 


Scattered Fires. 

Then a column of explosions 
marched methodically down the

Kepford, who caught several Japs 
working on the runway at Ballale 
and enthusiastically nailed them 
cold before they could escape into 
the brush, One of them jumped 
high, turned lazily in midair and 
fell to the ground about 20 feet 
away when Ike opened fire. The 
others rolled over and over like 
shot rabbits, 

It is easy to see, therefore, why 
strafing assignments were 
erally popular. 

Preying on Foe. 

As the time passed, more and 
more Jap flags began to appear on 
our planes and on the propeller 
blades stuck outside the ready hut 
—our squadron scoreboard. 

Combat narratives recorded by 
Lt. Duke Henning after each 
scrap, when wildly - gesticulating 
pilots crowded around our long- 
suffering intelligence officer to 
tell their stories, fitted pretty 
much the same pattern: enemy 
fighters and bombers intercepted 
and smeared in abortive attempts 
to strike our shipping in Empress 
Augusta Bay. 

And attached to these reports 
were detailed accounts of the 
battle which, when I read them, 
always seemed utterly meaning- 
less—not because they Averen’t 
complete, but because words fail 
miserably to describe the spectacle 


below was enveloped in a cloud of 
dust and smoke, but through oc- | 
casional rifts in this cloud we 
could catch glimpses of scattered 
fires started. 

Henning moved his finger back 
to Ballale. “This is the spot the 
front office wants us to work 
over occasionally—and, of course, 
this little harbor in the Short- 
lands.” He pointed to Faisi. 

Strafing Ballale was a blood- 
curdling business because fre- 
quently we could see enemy anti- 
aircraft fire neatly bracketing our 
planes from the beginning to the 
end of our runs. Standard prac- 
tice was to make a low, high- 
speed attack straight down the 
runway; but, curiously enough, no 
matter how fast we went, no mat- 
ter how violently we kicked the 
planes around to shake off their 
fire, we still had the sensation of 
crawling. It was like a nightmare 
in which you try to run but bare- 
ly succeed in lifting your feet. 

Zoming low over the barren is- 
land, we could catch quick 
glimpses of the pitted runway be- 
low, the pattern of: bare trunks 
that were all that remained of @ 
lush coconut grove, the deep re- 
vetments walled with logs and 
the occasional flash of a hidden 
gun. Then, abruptly, the island 
would be behind us; a quick 
glance back was enough to show 
that Ballale had resumed its dis- 
guise of lifelessness and desola- 
tion. . ; 

Harrowing Stories. 

It was only natural, therefore, 
that most of the harrowing stories 
kicked around in the evenings as 
we relaxed in our quarters cen- 
tered about incidents which oc- 
curred during strafing attacks. 

There was the big Jap trans- 
port plane, for instance, which the 
Skipper and his division liquidated 
just as it was landing at Buka. 
Crashing clumsily, it exploded and 
burned a few hundred yards from 
the scattering troops waiting to 
meet it. 

There was Burriss, who at- 
tacked a Jap ship near Chabai 
Plantation and used as his aiming 
point a large Jap flag hanging 
from the stern. “When I stopped 
firing,” he said, “there wasn't 
enough left of that flag to blow 
your nose on. At about the same 
time a bomb from a B-25 exploded 
on the deck and gave that tub a 
shove that sent it aquaplaning 300 
yards before it sank.” 


There was Jack Chasnoff, who, 
while strafing barges in Tonolei 
Harbor, looked up to see a sniper 
in the top of a coconut tree firing 
at him with a machine gun. Jack’s 
voice always rose with indignation 
when he told of this. 

Lt. (jg) Earl May playfully sent 
his 50-caliber shells into the boiler 
of a small cargo ship and was 
startled to see the thing blow up 
—almost in his fate. 


And then there was Ira (Ike) 


of an exploding airplane; for in- 
stance, the tense moment before 


the first pass, the surprise we al- 


ways felt at the sight of those 
big crimson circles, the time when 
six of us looked down to see a 
giant Lufberry circle of Jap fight- 
ers form in 80 seconds or (say) 
the thrill I got-once when I saw 
two Corsairs cleverly box a Jap 
bomber and destroy him as he 
squirmed like an eel to escape 
their fire. 

It is equally difficult to give a 
very comprehensive description of 
the events of Nov. 11, 1943, when, 
after a large carrier attack on 
Rabaul, the Japs sent out from 
the smoking shambles of their 
airdromes more than a hundred 
planes to seek out and destroy 
the United States task force that 
had hit them. I can only de- 
scribe the small part I saw of the

Something Big in Air. 

A few days before, the scuttle- 
butt experts, whose ears constant- 
ly vibrate like insects’ antenna, 
roused themselves from their 
lethargy and began to pass the 
word around that “something big 
was in the air,” something outside 
our daily combat routine, In these 
rumors the name “Rabaul” fig- 
ured prominently. 

Curious, I consulted the recon- 
naisance photographs and maps 
of the area. There she was, the 
last Jap bastion in the South 
Pacific, on the north side of New 
Britain—a sprawling place with 
a good harbor, five vicious-looking 
airdromes, several not quite ex- 
tinct volcanoes and acres of in- 
stallations. 

But the puzzling feature of the 
rumored assault on Rabaul was 
the distances involved. An attack 
by planes based in New Guinea 
seemed out of the question and, 
since the strip at Torokina was 
not yet completed, Solomons-based. 
planes could not very well partiti- 
pate. There“ were carriers, of 
course, but to bring the flattops;} 
into range of Rabaul-based planes 
would be risky business. 

But I had the answer the next 
morning when I saw mechanics 
re-installing the arresting gear on 
my plane. 

The plane captain, Rasmussen, 
grinned at me. “Looks like you're 
headed back for the carrier, Mr. 
Schanuel.” 

I looked at the hook for a mo- 
ment and shuddered. “Who told 
you to put this thing on?” I asked. 

“Captain's orders.” 

“Did he say why?” 

“No, sir! He just told all the 
plane captains to get the hooks 
back on.”

An hour later we spotted the 
task force — pounding along be- 
low like shadowy ghost-ships, 
tracing intricate patterns in the 
sea as the wakes crossed and re- 
crossed with the weaving of the 
vessels. 

All morning long we ranged 
lazily overhead white the carriers 
launched their planes. Apparent- 
ly, the Japs never suspected we 
were ip their backyard or they 
would have thrown everything 
they had against us before the 
flattops could attack.

Interpreting the War News 


GERMAN PLIGHT IN 1944 AND 1918

XCEPT for the seeming and temporary Allied-German stalemate 
in Italy, the war on all fronts is surging toward crisis which 
indicate March, 1944, will be no less a month of decisive devel- 
opments than was March, 1918, in World War I. 


That month, 26 years ago, Ger- 
man armies launched their last 
futile effort to snatch victory 
from defeat. They atruck in 
France on March 18 their last 
offensive blow of the first World 
War. It deeply dented the Allied 
front but failed fo break, through. 
A little more than seven months 
later Germany surrendered. 

The plight of Nazi Germany as 
March, 1944, approaches is incom- 
parably graver than was that of 
imperial Germany in March, 1918. 
It offers as yet no asSsurance that 
the German collapse will come be- 
fore another war winter closes in 
on Europe; but there ig equally 
no certainty that it will not. And 
it seems clear that the foreshad- 
owed developments of. this March 
will see the war strain on Nazi- 
dom keyed up notch by notch 
with no chance of succor from 
Adolf Hitler’s Japanese. accom- 
plice, 

That can be read unmistakably 
in the events of the last seven 
daye in the Pacific, over Ger- 
many, and in the Atlantic. But 
most of all it can be grasped in 
Nazi surrender of the last seg- 
ment east of the Dnieper above 
Kiev in Russia, desperately held 
for months as a_ threatening 
bridgehead of renewed German 
eastward attack once the massive 
Red Army offensive had worn it- 
self out. 

There

Dnieper 


has seemed no point in 
retention of that upper 
foothold after the col- 


lapse of both the Baltic and Black 
Sea flanks unless it was with the 
hope of ultimately stemming the 
Russian wave and atriking back 
at the Moscow heart of Russia. 
With that last foothold lost, the 
Nazi retreat from all Russia ap- 
parently is on, 

Germany seems finally commit- 
ted now to a shortened eastern 
defense front off Russian soil in 
preparation to meet the poised Al- 
lied second-front attack from the 
west when it comes. , 

The only remaining question is 
whether on the perilous Black 
Sea flank the invaders of Russia 
can reach that defense line with 
armies stil] intact. The controlling 
factor may be the weather. It is 
more than possible that the Nazi 
high command is counting on un- 
precedented early spring thaws to 
bog down the Russian offensive 
and permit the get-away short of 
a disaster in the field. 

Yet weather portents of the 
days and weeks ahead offer Ger- 
many no relief from the Allied 
two-way bombing attack from 
Britain and Italy ripping at vital 
war industries in Germany day 
and night. That it is a prelude 
to the British-American amphibi- 
ous ault from the west goes 
without saying. Nazi leaders so 
read it, the retreat from the Dnie- 
per is in part tracéable to that. 
The hour when German lines in 
the east must be shortened to free 
troops to meet western invaders 
has struck. 


out like a pack of excited dogs. 
Some of their planes were inter- 
cepted and destroyed; others got 
in but were smashed by the ships’ 
screen of ack-ack before they 
could ‘release their bombs. Some, 
harassed by the fighters, dropped 
thelr bombs wildly and withdrew;

Meanwhile, Lt. Comdr. Hedrick 
and I had flushed out a Zero 
which darted for home at high 
speed—-with the two of us but a 
few hundred yards behind. The 
Jap sped down a long corridor of 
clouds, weaving slightly to con- 
fuse our aim, and swept out of 
sight into a cloud. We went in 
after him and immediately burst 
out into the sunshine again to 
see the quarry breaking away for 
a dense cloud-bank ahead. But 
we were closing on him, for his 
wing steadily grew in my sight. 
When he was within range, I 
opened fire; but Hedrick had 
beaten me to the draw—the Jap, 
already smoking and burning, fell 


firing as the sky cleared. 


bomber almost instantly, broke 
away from Kleinman and shot it 
down—almost under the noses of 
several of our fighters who were 
already on the Jap’s tail. Burriss 
then joined up on Lt, Lem Cook 
in time to catch a torpedo bomb- 
er heading back toward the 
north, and when, after several 
runs the Jap failed to explode, 
Burriss sat on his tail and fired 
until the bomber fe)l apart. 


Kleinman, meanwhile, had 
caught and destroyed a Jap tor- 
pedo bomber before it could drop 
its pickle but was wounded by our 
own antiaircraft in the attempt. 
The shell, which exploded in the 
cockpit, smashed his instrument 
panei—and Kleinman had to navi- 
gate home by the sun. 


But the same stories of the 
day’s fighting coukd be repeated a 
dozen times with different names. 
Fifteen pilots of our squadron 
destroyed or damaged 26 Jap 
planes in the few minutes of the 
attack. 

Gradually, the warships ceased

destroyers, which had moved in 
at the first of the attack to pro- 
tect the mother carriers, returned 
to their original positions, Tiny 
columns of smoke hanging in the 
center of oil slicks on the water 
marked the spots where the Jap 
fighters and bombers had gone in.

EVER again will we make a 
N pass at the enemy—from here 
on, when we swing, it will be 
a haymaker, starting from the 
floor and going clear through for 
a knockout. 

This conviction of your cor- 
respondent was strengthened by 
our operations over Truk (Feb. 
17-18) which were discussed on our 
ship before we attacked Eniwetok 
a week ago Thursday. 

As our carrier-based planes 
struck at Truk there ran the hope 
that the Japanese Navy, if for 
nothing’ else than to save face, 
might emerge for decisive action. 
Every man in this fleet feels sure 
of the outcome should we engage 
that major force, For the présent, 
however, the United States can be 
well content with its progress in 
the Pacific war. 

Like many recent moves in the 
naval war of this region, the at- 
tack on Truk, Japan’s strongest 
naval base in the South Pacific 
was equally beld in conception 
and in execution. One effect was 
that it held down enemy planes 
which might have intercepted our 
fleet which was then headed to- 
ward Eniwetok. Second, it neu- 
tralized for days any effort the 
Japanese might have made to 
strike back after the seizure of 
Eniwetok. Third, the enemy’s to- 
tal Pacific strength was reduced. 

Here again, was America’s 
answer to Japan. It took two 
yéars of preparation but now the 
Japanese found’ themselves up 
against a combined task force 
representing all the armed serv- 
ices: Army, Navy, Air Force, Ma- 
rines and Coast Guard, and the 
Department of Commerce’s 
Geodetic Survey. This last was 
brought along on our strike at 
Eniwetok as an extremely im- 
portant adjunct of the Coast 
Ghard in its sweep through reefs, 
with attendant surveys of enemy 
waters.

Palace and other notable archi- 
tectural landmarks which escaped 


}demolition are darkly camou- 


flaged. 

Monuments, the finest In Rus- 
sia, either have been removed or 
boarded up. There are still a few 
busses and a few street cars, I 
have not seen a single horse all 
the time I have been here. Trucks, 
many unmistakably American, roll 
up and down the Nevsky and other 
main avenues. But they carry 
supplies to the front. The resi- 
dents of the city haul their fire- 
wood, furniture and food by hand 
sleds. Leningrad is a city of hand 
sleds and hand workers. 

Some barricades already have 
been removed, some remain to 
impress visitors with the city’s 
firm resolve to defend itself in 
every square, every crossing, every 
corner, every step. Factory yards 
are still dotted with low, solidly 
built brick fortresses, equipped 
with emplacements for all manner 
of guns that were to roar death 
on the enemy in the event he 
pushed his way inside the city. 


Ratiofts Adequate. 

There is light in the city and 
water and, what is most signifi- 
cant, adequate rationa, not only of 
bread, but sugar and fats. So 
superbly is distribution organized 
that, unlike Moscow, there is no- 
where a hint of a queue. Moscow 
has never known hotel service 
such as Leningrad is now offering 
the visitor. 

What is most remarkable is that 
the city stands, All the buildings

are battered, and windows are 
smashed. There is no glass yet te 
replace them, They are boarded 
up with plywood. 

But despite constant artillery 
fire and frequent air raids I have 
not seen a aingle street that is 
only a dot on the map. I have 
observed nowhere med mgey | re- 
sembling Kreshtshatnik, lev's 
leading street which, after the ex- 
pulsion of the Germans, was only 
a heap of shattered brick and 
twisted iron. Neither in contour 
nor architectural grandeur has the 
city undergone much deteriora- 


tion, 

Great as has been the damage 
to factories, apartment houses and 
public buildings, it is still a city of 
broad, well-planned avenues of 
granite and marble, brick and 
stone, More than ever does it loom 
not only as “the window into Eu- 
rope” which Peter the Great had 
intended it to be, but a part of 
Europe, a big part. 


Fusion With Europe. 


Here, as nowhere else, has Rus- 
sia fused with Europe, and, having 
been galvanized by Europe, has 
triumphed over the most highly 
recognized okay force Europe 
has ever known. In our thinking 
of the future of Leningrad or 
Russia this fact must ever be re- 
membered. 

The people of Leningrad look 
well—well-fed, comfortably clothed 
and, what is more, in excellent 
spirits. It seems incredible that 
for the three months of Novemiber, 
December 1941 and January 1942, 
the city, cut off from the rest of 
the country, lived without heat, 
without light, without running 
water and with food rations which 
consisted chiefly of 10 ounces of 
bread daily for the worker, and 
only five for the others. 

There is not a home here but 
has known death, often enough 
several deaths. No one will say 
how heavy the toll was which 
the famine exacted during those 
three nightmarish months. 

The people here are busy and 
far less talkative than they were 
in prewar days. They do not seem 
to have any leisure or care for 
any. When they are through with 
the day's work at factory, office 
or military assignment, they are 
busy bringing back to their 
homes furniture, books, pictures 
and other household effects that 
have been kept hidden during the 
months when Leningrad was not 
the rear, but the front. There is 
no mourning for Leningrad, no 
weeping, no soul-searching, but 
there is an overflowing hate, not 
only for the Germans but for 
the Finns who are fighting with 


them.

ELDOM have American physicians been so sharply and so 
violently divided as they are over the pending Wagner-Murray- 
Dingell social security bill, soon coming up for debate in Congress. 
Between the extremee of friends and enemies of the proposed 
measure stands a middle-of-the-road group, among them Dr, Bordén 
S. Veeder of St. Louis. This group has organized the Committee of 
Physicians for the Improvement of Medical Care. 
has prepared a report analyzing the medical features of the bill and 
offering criticisms and recommendations, 


. 


In essence, the committee finds 
that the controverted medical 
features are, in theory, neither 
mountains nor mole-hills; some of 
the philosophy behind them is 
sound and in line with the times, 
but particular points of imple- 
mentation are awkward. 


For Franker Discussion. 


Members of the committee, all. 


of high standing in the profession, 
call for franker discussion of med- 
ical economics than is ordinarily 
permitted in the pages of the 
American Medical Association 
Journal, edited by Dr. Morris 
Fishbein. They believe that the 
practice of medicine has had to 
change to meet growing social 
needs, but they insist, in the main, 
that this change must be evolu- 
tionary, not revolutionary. They 
disagree with those of their pro- 
fession who denounce the pro- 
posed measures as “socialized 
medicine”; they also disagree with 
others who say the social security 
bill does not go far enough. 


The committee manifests a pri- 
mary concern with maintenance of 
a high standard of medical care. 
On this basis, it does not approve 
the Wagner-Murray-Dingell bill as 
it now stands “without definite 
and important changes.” 

What changes? As written, the 
bill provides coverage for some 
100 million to 110 million persons. 
The committee objects that this 
is tackling too much too soon. It 
stresses the difficulty of setting up 
adequate financing and adminis- 
trative machinery on such a scale 
while preserving the quality of 
medical care. “It would seem 
wiser,” says the committee, “and 
more conducive to the improve- 
ment of medical care to cover at 
the start a smaller proportion of 
the population.” The committee 
recommends limiting initial cov- 
erage to persons with annual in- 
comes of less than $2000 or $2500. 

(Those with incomes above the 
limit, Dr. Veeder says, would be 
wise to seek some form of medical 
insurance plan developed around 
established local hospitals, pend- 
ing wider coverage.) 

Tax Support Urged. 

In the committee’s opinion, it 
would be a mistake to finance the 
entire health program by compul- 
sory contributory insurance, as 
planned in the social security bill. 
It prefers a tax-supported system 
such as the one which maintains 
public education. 

Says the committee: “For the 
insurance program income in ex- 
cess of $3000 is not assessed.... 
When programs for the needy are 
developed, supported by taxes, in- 
comes in excess of $3000 will be 
tapped for the first time,” thus 
equalizing the burden. 

Under a tax-supported system, 
a program to provide care first for 
those who most lack it, and later 
for others, could be developed log- 
ically “either according to prear- 
ranged time schedule or as expe- 
rience and expediency warranted 
a extension,” with all contribut- 
ng. 
The bill calls for uniform medi- 
cal care and hospitalization bene- 
fits for all persons. Hospital serv- 
ices, it says, shall be of the type 
offered by “ward or other least 
expensive facilities compatible 
with the proper care of the pa- 
tient.” 

Will this, asks the committee, 
deprive persons of the _benefits 
“unless they accept services of 
ward and dispensary grade?” It 
hardly seems fair to deny persons 
the right to private rooms, nurses 
and other special advaritages if 
they are willing to pay for them, 
the committee says, urging changes 
to permit purchase of supplemen- 
tary, luxury services while safe- 
guarding against possible exploi- 
tation of patients by physicians, 

The suggestion is advanced that 
. Standard rates be fixed by local 
or Federal authorities for supple- 
mentary service fees to be made 
payable from a general fund to 
which they would accrue, instead 
of having the patient make direct 
payments to the physician or hos- 
pital. 

Actually for.any health program 
to be really effective, the commit- 
tee asserts, Medica] practitioners 
must realiz@M—%he day has passed 
when the in dual physician can 
provide standard medical care. 
The individual has to draw on 
the specialized abilities of others— 
surgeons, X-ray and laboratory 
personnel. So, believes the com- 
mittee, group practice must take 
the place of the independent prac- 
titioner. 

The bill recognizes the advan- 
tages of group practice, but its 
measures are not specifically 
framed to promote co-operation 
and co-ordination. The committee 
says: “There should be positive 
provisions in the bill, not only to 
make possible the practice of co- 
operative medicine by groups, but 
also to encourage and nurture its 
growth.” s 

Dr. Veeder’s Beliefs. 

Dr. Veeder’s beliefs on group 
practice were made clear in a re- 
cent presidential address before 
the American Academy of Pedia- 
trics, when he said: “We can be 
quite certain that a large percent-

English physicians, the commit- 
tee points out, have expressed 
preference for per-capita payment 
to fee-for-service under the na- 
tional health program. 


One Provision Feared. 


One provision, which the com- 
mittee fears will undermine med- 
ical standards, ig authority for 
the Surgeon Genera] to make con- 
tracts with voluntary organiza- 
tions and agencies to provide med- 
ical care and hospitalization. The 
committee recommends limiting 
contracts to those hospitals, 
health centers or groups of phy- 
sicians “organized to give medi- 
cal care” and administered with 
economy and efficiency. This 
would eliminate organizations 
which could pass lax state licens- 
ing laws. ‘ 

The committee feels that on the 
whole provisions for hospitaliza- 
tion fail to recognize the organi- 
zation and function of a hospital. 
Proposed rates of payment, for 
example, are too low to under- 
write costs of laboratory and hos- 
pital medical staff services; nor 
is there any separate provision for 
payment of private physicians who 


ready had adopted in compulsory 
old-age insurance, that it would 
consolidate all existing Federal 
social security legislation, and add 
to it the new types of insurance. 


Fair Trial Asked. 


They believe intensely that not 
only the public at large, but the 
medical profession as well, would 
be .eminently satisfied with the 
plan of health insurance embodied 
in the administration bill if it is 
given a fair.trial. It is argued that 
the American plan was modeled 
largely upon the system of med- 
ical insurance in operation in the 
United Kingdom for more than a 
generation, and tHat experience 
under the British system changed 
the attitude of British medical 
men from rabid hostility at the 
start to one of warm support at 
the present time. 
When World War II broke in 
1939, more than 21 million British 
subjects enjoyed protection under 
the Health and Invalidity Insur- 
ance Statute adopted in 1911. 
Early in 1942 health insurance in 
the United Kingdom was extended 
to cover some half million white 
collar workers earning between 
$83 and $140 a month. Participa- 
tion in the health insurance plan 
is now compulsory for all workers 
between the ages of 14 and 65, ex- 
cept those doing nonmanual labor 
and earning more than $140 a 
month. Self-employed persons are 
not covered. 

Beveridge Report. 
The Beveridge Report recom- 
mended protection for dependents 
of insured British workers, but 
no action has been taken on it 
thus far. On Feb. 17, however, the 
British Government issued a form 
of White Paper proposing to ex- 
pand greatly the existing health 
insurance plan; so that the best 
available medical facilities would 
be available to all Britons regard- 
less of the patient's ability to pay. 
Questionnaires are being sent to 
all British doctors, including 15,000 
in the armed services, asking them 
to express their views on the new 
proposal. 

Dental, optical and _ specialist 
services and hospitalization are 
not included in the existing Bri- 
tish plan. All but a small percen- 
tage of insured persons select their 
own general practitioners; those 
who do not wish to do so are as- 
signed to a doctor of the. county 
health insurance committee.

British doctors, explaining why 
their violent hostility. to all pro- 
posals for compulsory health in- 
surance prior to 1910 has melted 
into friendly acceptance of the ex- 
isting program, cite the following: 


Increased income has resulted 
for the physicians, especially for 
doctors practicing among the 
low-income groups; 


The doctors’ income has been 
stabilized and regularized, in 
bad times as well as good ones; 

Physicians have been freed of 
the burden of bill collecting; 

The doctor-patient relation- 
ship has been improved, partic- 
ularly among cases formerly in 
the charity range; 

Doctors receive pay for keep- 
ing patients in good health, in- 
stead of curing them; and 


The standards of the medical 
profession have been raised, by 
the elimination of the lowest ele- 
ment of the profession, because 
good doctors can now be attract- 
ed to poorer districts. 


If it is granted that the Brit- 
ish system was necessary and has 
been an overwhelming success, the 
question arises as to the real need 
for such a Government-sponsored 
health insurance plan in the Unit- 
ed States.

The Social Security Board re-

Recommendations, 

To avoid unnecessary over- 
crowding of hospital facilities, the 
committee recommends develop- 
ment of large out-patient clinics 
about hospitals as centers of group 
practice for diagnosis or for treat- 
ment of diseases in restricted 
fieles, and clso the creation of 
health centers. 

‘The role af the centers, it is 
suggested, is to co-ordinate work 
of the out-patient clinic with prac- 
tice in the home or private office.

This is in keeping with the em- 
phasis now placed by many doc- 
tors on preventive medicine and 
health conservation, on the same 
theory of “checking the automo- 
mobile crankcase” every 1000 miles.

It has reduced the size 
of legislative committees, has re- 
quired a record vote on bills in 
committees and has adopted a pro- 
vision under which committees 
could not refuse to report bills. 
But it has failed to require that 
the record vote shall be a public 
record at all times. It has failed 
to abolish the plan under which 
each county is entitled to one 
Representative regardless of its 
size, thus perpetuating the inequal- 
ity of representation under the 
present Constitution. 

The Committee on Districting 
has made no progress toward abol- 
ishing the gerrymandered senato- 
rial districts and setting up dis- 
tricts of nearly equal population, 
and has not yet agreed upon any 
plan of fair nonpolitical district- 
ing. 

The Judicial Department. Com- 
mittee has made a considerable 
show of abolishing the discredited 
justice of the peace courts and 
establishing magistrates’ courts to 
replace them, but when the com- 
mittee’s action is boiled down to 
its base, it really accomplishes lit- 
tle more than to require that the 
magistrates shall be lawyers. 
There is no such requirements as 
to justices of the peace, 

Because of expedience, it has 
made these magistrates elective in- 
stead of appointive by the Circuit 


Court. So long as they are elected 
by magistrate districts there will 
be no getting away from the little 
justice of the peace and constable 
political cliques in St. Louis. Under 
the elective system it may be ex- 
pected that in St. Louis and other 
larger cities the magistrates for 
the most part will be jack-leg po- 
litical lawyers, and, as one dele- 
gate put it, “just as crooked and 
smarter.”

VARIED. PROGRAM 


GIVEN BY SYMPHONY 


‘Fantasy of Viola,’ by Former 
St. Louisan, Composer, 
Among Features. 


By THOMAS B, SHERMAN 

A mixed program whose chro- 
nology spanned the period be- 
tween the early eighteenth cen- 
tury and the present day was pre- 
sented last night in Kiel Audito- 
rium by the St, Louis Symphony 
Orchestra under the direction of 
Viadimir Golschmann. The com- 
posers represented were Phillip 
Emanuel Bach, Haydn, Mendels- 
sohn, Delius, Manuel deFalla and 
Gardner Read. 

The last named is an American 
composer, formerly with the St. 
Louis Institute of Music and now 
a resident of Kansas City. The 
work by which he was represented 
last night was a Fantasy for Viola 
and Orchestra with Herbert van 
den Burg, first violist of the or- 
chestra taking the solo part. In 
general this music was interesting 
by reason of its dynamics, its 
color and harmonies, which were 
of a modal nature. The line was 
choppy, a condition which pre- 
vented the work from having a 
definite forward motion. 

Mr. van den Burg played with 
conspicuous beauty and evenness 
of tone but the solo part, which 
was nothing more than a spas- 
modic obbligato, gave him little op- 
portunity to demonstrate his qual- 
ity as an artist, 

The two most arrestingly played 
numbers on the program was the 
Haydn D Major Symphony known 
as the “London” Symphony, and 
the Suite No. 2 from the “Three 
Cornered Hat” ballet by Manuel 
de Falla. The Haydn Symphony 
had all the attributes of classic 
charm. It was nicely balanced and 
graceful, But it was also tinctured 
with the fine airy joyousness for 
which Haydn and Mozart are par- 
ticularly distinguished. 

The Falla suite was new to St. 
Louis as a concert piece and it 
was’ Falla at his best—ingratiat- 
ing in his melody, stimulating in 
its rhythms and vivid with the 
colors of Spanish life as it used 
to be. The orchestra was very 
alert and alive in the performance 
of this work. The strings had a 
special brilliance. 

The orchestra also had a deft 
leggiero touch in the Scherzo from 
Mendelssohn’s “Midsummer 
Night’s Dream.” In addition to 
these numbers the program in- 
cluded “Brigg Fair” by Delius and 
the Concerto for Orchestra in D 
Major by C. P, E. Bach in an ar- 
rangement by William Steinberg. 
The program will be repeated at 
this afternoon’s concert which be- 
gins at 3:30.

Babies in 
their best clothes are the center 
of attraction as they toddle 
about or sit in a doll-like trance 
in the arms of their fathers.

The center is 
filled with chatter and laugh- 
ter as each family, literally 
touching elbows, makes a small 
world of its own in little cir- 
cles about its Army man, The

Postal-Totin’ Mama of the Ozarks 


in All Kinds of Weather, She Carries the Mail to the People in ‘the Hills 


Over Vile Roads i

FREDERICKTOWN, Mo.,

ERE in eciiekitutetin. when 
H she walks down the street, 

they say, “There goes Postal- 
Totin’ Mama.” Out in the piney 
hills and along the creeks, where 
folks are not given to flippancy, 
they call her Miz. Andrews, the 
mailman. Over vile roads and in 
all kinds of weather she brings 
their letters, does their shopping 


for them, advises them and helps 


them and shares their joys and 
sorrows, and they love her. 


Mrs. Clarice Andrews carries 
the mail through South-Central 
Madison County. Officially it, is 
Route 1, but familiarly it is the 
“Baptist route,” because of the 
immersion that is risked in the 
many creeks that have to be 
crossed. On the loop trip of 30 
miles she makes 35 crossings 
when the water is not too high. 
When the floods come she gets 
the mail through some other way. 
‘To 125 boxes which accommodate 
139 families she brings the good 
news and the bad. In the more 
than a year that she has been the 
carrier she has been off duty only 
one-half day. 


For 24 years and a day, from 
the time that he came back from 
World Wer I, James Andrews 
drove Route 1, at first with a 
horse and buggy. Sometimes his 
wife rode with him and occasion- 
him. 
When he was stricken with paral- 
ysis, his bonded substitute, Ches- 
ter Ward, was busy on his farm 
and couldn’t take over. The mail 
had to go through. Somebody had 
to go. “So I just went,” says Mrs. 
Andrews. And that’s how she be- 
came Postal-Totin’ Mama. 


It was not certain that she 
would keep the job. A man was 
after it. They heard about it 
out on the route and showered 
Washington with letters demand- 
ing that Mrs. Andrews be re- 
tained. She, as she says, didn’t 
have to do a thing about it. She 
just waited. Then, on Christmas 
eve, 1942, a telegram came from 
Washington informing her that 


‘she had been appointed as her 


husband’s successor. 


“It was a marvelous Christmas 
present,” she says.

0 N A CRISP day when the sin 
shone bright, Postal-Totin’ 
Mama, bareheaded, tidy in her 
slacks, trundied a hand-truck out 
on the postoffice platform and 
loaded her car with the letters 
and parcels that would be de- 
livered in the next four hours to 
the patrons on her route. She was 
happy because she had some over- 
seas letters to deliver that day. 
In the car were stored the ax and 
mattock that she always carries 
and frequently needs, 


“Choose your ruts’ well and go 
in low when we hit the creeks,” 
was her admonition to the writer 
who was to trail her in his car. 
This was in remembrance of the 
day when, though she had chosen 
her rut well, she skidded out of 
the right one into the wrong one 
in Clifton Lane, connecting Trace 
Creek and Captain Creek trails, 
and mired down to the hubs, hav- 
ing to be pulled out by Walter 
and Dan Simmons with their 
mules. She didn’t want that to 
happen again. 

It was smooth going for a 
couple of miles, as far as Golden 
Oak Free Will Baptist Church on 
Mill Creek, where the gravel be- 
gan, to merge a little farther on 


into the ungraded dirt roads that ~ 


make up most of the route. At 
Mill Creek School a honk brought 
Gene Burks, in clean overalls, 
with red cheeks and well-brushed 
hair, for the teacher’s mail. Then 
the first creek crossing and the 
climb up long and winding Bos- 
well Hill. It was not too difficult 
for drivers who chose their ruts 
well, but one time, when Mrs. An- 
drews had almost reached the top, 
her car stalled and began to slip 
backward. She got it under con- 
trol but on the steep grade she 
couldn’t get going again. There 
were no men within hailing dis- 
tance, but Mrs. Arthur Stacy saw 
her plight and came from her 
nearby home. “Just wait,” she 
said, “and I'll show you how 
Arthur does.” She trudged through 
the snow and brought a log to 
block the front wheels and helped 
Mrs. Andrews put on the chains. 
“Now drop back a little,” she in- 
structed, “and then come ahead 
and I think you'll make it.” Mrs. 
Andrews dropped back a little and 
gave it the works and made it to, 
the top of the hill. There was no 
such adventure this day because 
the road was not slick.

sadness, as always, because its 
coming was a reminder of her loss. 
Forgetful of herself, she inquired 
how Mr. Andrews was getting 
along and said she was so glad 
when told that he was better. 
“Come and see us sometime, 
Miz. Andrews,” she said, regretful 
that the present visit was so short. 
At Gib Young’s box, his chil- 
dren, Wilma and Glenda, were 
waiting, less interested in the mail 
than in the picture papers and

old magazines that Mrs. Andrews 
carries in the car for distribution. 
At Trace Creek, where the road 
turns down Cedar Creek, a half 
dozen were Waiting at the boxes. 
Because the carrier was late, they 
had built a fire for warmth. With- 
out malice, all in the spirit of good 
clean fun, they questioned whether 
the city fella trailing their carrier 
would make it through Cedar Bot- 
t 


om. 

“Take him through the mud 
hole,” one of them advised with a 
grin and the others grinned too. 
There was, it seemed, one mud 
hole that was worse than all the 
others and merited the distinctive 
“the.” Mrs. Andrews, though, 
shook her head chidingly, and 
turned into a detour, after warn- 
ing that there was a hard hill 
ahead and advising the city fella 
to “give it the juice.” 

If the hill that had been climbed 
was hard it was nothing $0 what 
was tocome. Mrs. Andrews spoke 
of it when she stopped to pick up 
a carton of eggs at Mrs. Will 
Skaggs’ gate on Marlow mountain. 

“Go down and up in low,” she 
said, “and stay in low until you 
get over the divide and down on 
the other side.”

Elizabeth JBoles, 77, who has 

lived in the same cabin “bet- 
ter’n 50 years,” was waiting at her 
box with a can of gooseberries, 
token of her appreciation of what 
Mrs. Andrew had done for her the 
week before, getting some quilt 
scraps for her in town. She was 
proud that from one bush she had 
“saved” nine quarts and happy to 
share them with the carrier, even 
though there was no mail for her 
that day. Mrs. Andrews was sorry 
about that. Maybe there would 
be something tomorrow. Grandma 
was proud, too, that she had eight 
grandsons in the war and four 
more called and two granddaugh- 
ters in some sort of service. How 
many nephews and nieceg were in 
she couldn’t tell you for she had 
lost count, 

At Cedar Bottom School, young- 
sters were waiting on the narrow 
footbridge, and Roy Faust had 
driven three miles from beyond 
Big St. Francois River to get what 
mail there was for him and his 
neighbors, for this was as far as 
Mrs. Andrews went, the end of 
the first half, as she calls it. It 
was in Cedar Bottom where, of 
all places, Mrs. Andrews one day 
ran out of gas. It was not her 
fault, for she had filled the tank 
the night before, but she left her 

car standing out and somebody 
came along and siphoned mbdst of 
the gas. Right in the middle of 
Cedar Creek the motor coughed 
and died. It sounded like a dry 
tank. Mrs, Andrews waded ashore 
and got a stick to test the tank. 
Sure enough, it was:‘dry. Mrs. W. 
T. Young came down to the creek 
to see what the trouble was. She 
telephoned Sim Graham, a mile 
and a half away, and told him to 
come with his tractor. He came 
and towed the car two miles to 
Little Vine store, the only place 
on the route where gas could be 
obtained. While she was being 
towed Mrs. Andrews delivered mail 
at the boxes that she passed. 

There were times when Cedar 
Creek was out of its banks and 
couldn't be crossed. Those times 
the 16-year-old Laplant twins, Oby 
and Noby, would swim a horse 
across and get the mail for the 
folks on the other side, Other

times Mrs. Andrews walked miles 
when the road was impassable, 
or detoured by roads along the 
ridges. One day she drove 69 
miles to cover her 30-mile route, 
Her prayer is that the State High- 
way Department will send equip- 
ment to fix the roads. The men 
along the route are waiting to 
help. 
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N THE second half of the trip,. 


Mrs. Andrews stopped her car 

in Strickland Creek to show 
where she had another misadven- 
ture. That time she hit a rock which 
rolled and broke the transmission 
of her car. Never mind how she 
got out of that scrape. That wasn’t 
important. The thing that counted 
was that Hilda Hale, 8-year-old, 
hitched her father’s old nag to 
a sled and dragged all the rocks 
out of that crossing so that it 
wouldn’t happen again. Christmas 
was coming and Hilda got a go-to- 
sleep doll that she probably would 
not otherwise have received, 


These people, her patrons, are 
always doing things like that. 
Look how Walter Francis grubbed 
a stump out of the road up the 
mountainside. She was driving 
down. The road was icy. She had 
been through water and her brakes 
were frozen. The car slipped and 
got out of control and headed 
straight for that stump. All she 
could do was pray. 

“The Lord was with me that 
time,” she says, “The back wheels 
went into a side-slip and just 
missed the stump.” Walter Francis 
lived at the foaqt of the hill. It 
wasn't his stump and he had no 
call to keep the road safe. But he 
went up there and grubbed out 
that stump. 

In the Wesley Chapel neighbor- 
hood, Mathews Creek has to be 
crossed lengthwise and when there 
is a heavy rain the current shifts 
the gravel and makes deep holes. 
After a rain it can’t be forded un-

til the water clears, so that the 
new holes can be seen, Last week 
some of the Cedar Bottom folks 
turned out with three wagons and 
filled the. holes. 


Mrs. Andrews could go on tell- 
ing about her patrons’ deeds of 
kindness, but there was still a lot 
of mail to be delivered on the sec- 
ond half of the route. Henry 
Clauser was working with Floyd 
Clauser, Sam Laplant and Clar- 
ence Bowling on the telephone 
line. He came to the fence and 
received from the carrier the 
“little brown card” that is ex- 
pected and dreaded by the parents 
who have stars in their windows. 
the A. P. O. card that signifies a 
son has gone overseas. He took it 
with a hand that shook a little. 
“T rather expected this,” he said, 
“I knew it had to come soon.” 


On Little Vine, Mrs. Andrews 
hailed Burt Kauffman with 
“How's your calves?” Kauffman 
said they were just fine. “I saved 
all of them,” he said. Then the 
story of Kauffman’s calves came 
out. The week before they had 
been sick. Vaccine would save 
them, but he didn’t have any. He 
telephoned to Mrs. Andrews in 
Fredericktown and asked her to 
get some for him. , 


Did she get it? “Sure did,” she 
said. “I called up George Zieniss 
and he brought it to me.” 


But how did she get it out to 
Kauffman? “Took it out to him of 
course.”

A the flag was up and Adlee and 

Blaine Kauffman, Marie and 
Roy Berry were waiting to see 
what would happen when Mrs. An- 
drews opened it. They smiled 
broadly as she took from ita round 
of cream cheese as big as a pie 
that Mrs. Earl Kauffman had 
made for her to show that the 
Kauffmans appreciated what she

had done for them. The smiles of 
the children expanded as she ex-

The dear people on her route, 
she said, always shared their best 
with her, At hog-killing time and 
canning time there wag sure to be 
a lot of offerings at the boxes. The 
farm women brought them and 
presented them with a half-apolo- 
getic “could you use this?” On 
cold mornings she could always 
count on a cup of hot tea some- 
where along the route, 

T usual in front of the Caruthers 

Moore home and Mrs, Moore 
came back to explain that Mrs. 
Andrews was making out a money 
order for her, 

From many of the boxes. where 
the flag was up Mrs. Andrews took 
outgoing letters, picking up the 
pennies that had been deposited in 
lieu .of stamps, some of them 
clamped to the letters with clothes- 
pins. At one of the boxes where 
the flag was up Mrs. Andrews took 


out a card addressed to herself. 
She smiled happily as she read: 
“Dear Mrs. Andrews. We thank 
you so much for helping us in our 
war bond sale. We made $13.50 
that night at the school.

Care of the Feet

IGHT, short shoes invite ingrown toe nails and bunions. 
T  txprcner shoes that don’t allow enough room for the 
great toe may result in an ingrown nail, Improper cut- 
ting also tends to cause deformed nails, The correct way to 
cut the toe-nails is to clip them straight across and not too 
short, rounding the corners slightly. Many girls cut their 
nails short and then dig out the corners; then, if the shoes 
are only a little tight, the gkin is pressed over the buried cor- 
ner, the nail grows into the tissue instead of out over it, and 
the toe becomes more and more deformed and painful. So 
never cut or dig at the corner of the nail.

IF THE NAIL EDGE has a tendency to grow in, a small 
piece of cotton may be tucked under it daily to lift it up, 
until it has grown out again. The toe should be kept scru- 
pulously clean. When a nail is really ingrown, especially if 
it is red and infected, the best plan is to see a physician, as 
an operation may be needed. A bunion igs an inflammation 
of the joint at the base of the big toe. Like many other foot 
troubles, it is due to pointed shoes, which crowd the big toe 
over and press too much on the joint. If the condition is 
not too painful and ugly, a bunion pad will often bring relief, 
and give the inflammation a chance to subside. If this 
doesn't do the trick, your doctor may recommend a minor 
operation designed to restore your feet to norma] function 
and appearance.

Wanted to Be a Doctor 


But Peacocks, Skunks and Grandma Conspired to Turn Anya Seton Into Successful Novelist

NEW YORK, Feb. 26. 


HE Boy Scouts and the Camp- 

fire Girls and peacocks wear- 

ing little silver muzzles all 
conspired with Grandma and the 
skunks to keep Anya Seton from 
becoming a doctor and probably 
had a great deal to do with her 
success as a novelist. Her father, 
Ernest Thompson Seton, pioneer 
of the Boy Scout movement in 
America, was one of the most pro- 
lific authors of his time; her 
mother, the former Grace Galla- 
tin, founder of the Campfire Girls, 
also wrote professionally. 


But Anya never dreamed of 
writing a line for publication until 
long after marriage ahd mother- 
hood, when all those recollections 
of childhood, including Grandma 
Gallatin’s tantalizing stories of 
frontier days, crowded back in 
such force that she began histori- 
cal researches that led to literary 
achievement. — 


Her first novel, “My Theodosia,” 
met with moderate success. The 
second, “Dragonwyck,” published 
this month, has run serially in the 
Ladies’ Home Journal, It was 
snapped up for a reported $100,000 
for motion pictures by Twentieth 
Century-Fox, and already is being 
called another “Rebecca” or “Jane 
Eyre” without benefit of the 


‘ Book-of-the-Month Club. 


Despite a normally warm and 
trusting nature, Miss Seton, in 
non-professional life the wife of 
Hamilton Chase, a prominent Wall 
Street investment counsel, is al- 
ready a trifle newspaper-shy in 
these early days of national rec- 
ognition. Recently, a New York 
columnist scored a scoop by in- 
forming the public that the nov- 
elist was an expectant mother, 
which was news to both Mr. and 
Mrs. Chase as well as readers, who 
were not in the position to know 
the report was erroneous. The 
fact is that Mrs. Chase is the 


‘mother of two children by a pre- 


vious marriage, the eldest 17, and 
a 99-year-old son of this union.

It ig not surprising to learn that 
peacocks roamed the lawns and 
terraces of “Wyndygoul,” pluming 
their matchless feathers before 
the admiring eyes of many and 
frequent guests. But it was soon 
determined that as certainly as 
roses have thorns, peacocks make 
noises at night as hideous as their 
gaudy feathers are pretty. There- 
fore, Seton placed sterling silver 
muzzles on the beaks of the beau-

teous birds, compensating (with 
his woodsman’s instinct) in one 
stroke for a defect overlooked by 
Nature all these years. The pea- 
cocks remained pulchritudinous 
as God intended them, but silent 
as Seton preferred. 


Then there was the period An- 
ya vividly recalls as “the skunk 
era.” These charming little ani- 
mals cavorted through the woods 
of the Seton estate, enjoying to 
the utmost whatever it is that 
skunks enjoy until they are dis- 
turbed. Some of them, selected 
as house pets, were deodorized 
with Anya assisting in the opera- 
tion, which simply consists of the 
tactful removal of a small sac 
containing the supply of a highly 
offensive fluid for which skunks 
are noted, Miss Seton recollects 
that some of the happiest days of 
her childhood were when shé was 
permitted because of illness to

BUT WHILE SELF-DEPRECA- 
TION is to be preferred to windy 
boastfulness, it may easily degen- 
erate into a chronic tolerance of 
the second-rate. Something like 
that it seems to me, is about to 
happen with regard to the city’s 
symphony orchestra. At the mo- 
ment it might be said that the 
Symphony Society may not be 
able to procure enough funds to 
support even a second-rate or- 
chestra. 

This, however, is extremely um- 
likely. The Society has weathered 
many previous crises and it is 
probable that the present quest 
for a maintenance fund will bring 
in enough to give the orchestra 
another year’s lease on life. Mere 
survival cannot be regarded, how- 
ever, as much of a triumph when 
it is recalled that the orchestra 
has deteriorated considerably in 
the last two years. 
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NO ONE EXPECTS St. Louis; 
to support an orchestra of the size 
and quality of the Boston Sym- 
phony. The economic resources of 
the community and the size and 
density of the metropolitan dis- 
trict do not justify such an aspira- 
tion. Much could be done, how- 
ever, if all the musical resources 
of the city were organized into 
one body so that the players in the 
orchestra could be guaranteed at 
least 39 weeks’ employment. But 
without waiting for this, the sym- 
phony management should not 
and probably will not be satisfied 
until the artistic losses of the last 
several years have been recov- 
ered. 

At one time the orchestra had a 
personnel of 90 men. Now it has 
70. With a band that size and in 
such a large hall, it is not possible 
to play the complete standard 
symphonic repertory. Excerpts 
from the Wagner operas, the 


Strauss tone poems, many of the /|™ 


works of Ravel and Stravinsky 
and many modern scores require 
an orchestra that St. Louis can- 
not supply. The classic repertory 
also suffers on account of the 
acoustic requirements of the audi- 
torium which demands a larger 
body of sound. At present, a for- 
tissimo loud enough to fill the hall 
can only be produced by disregard- 
ing the orchestra] balance. 
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AN ORCHESTRA that cannot 
cope with the standard repertory 
cannot be regarded as a first-rank 
institution. This means that St. 
Louis not only yields to the great 
cosmopolitan Eastern cities but is 
definitely inferior to cities of equal 
size and equal resources. It is one 
thing to have to take a secondary 
position with relation to New 
York, but it is another and a 
more serious matter when St. 
Louis becomes inferior to Cin- 
cinnati. 

Many St. Louisans will no 
doubt regard the decline of the 
orchestra as a matter of no gen- 
eral concern. In their belief, the 
symphony orchestra and other 
similar institutions have no 
claims upon the community as a 
whole. This attitude, it seems to 
me, is dangerous since it implies 
that a citizen has no obligation 
towards any phase of: the joint 
cultural life that does not per- 
gsonally and directly benefit him. 
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CULTURE IS A LARGE word 
and its too frequent use seems to 
have a frightening effect on many 
people. Nevertheless it must be 
used, if one is to discuss those 
activities of society which go be- 
yond the mere process of keeping 
alive. So it is proper and ex- 
plicit to say that every commu- 
nity has a culture and that every- 
body participates in some phase 
of it. 

And culture, like peace, is in- 
divisible. If one part of it col- 
lapses, all the rest is in danger.

Sometimes older 

women who comie out of the home 


Serving Leftover Foods _ -o-

OME people hate leftovers so: 

much that their ce on 

the table takes all the joy out 
of the meal. In too many homes 
this reaction is justifiable, espe- 
cially when the appearance is just 
like the original, but when house- 
wives have the cleverness to 
change the appearance and even 
the flavor, and when they can 
manage to keep the food as fresh 
as possible, oftentimes it is a 
great boon on busy days to have 
leftovers and the family can en- 
joy them.

\ is salted and soy bean-oil seasoned 
POPCORN "POPPING" INA instead of “sugared,” and the sing- 
COUNTRY MOVIE HOUSE. er’s sentiment can stand for the 
way John and Janie Doe and little Doesy Jr. feel about the 
pleasures of popcorn here in Metropolis, almost diagonally across 
the Ohio River from Paducah, Kentucky; in Perey, Illinois, 
through which my caravan of exploration into the mysteries of 
popcorn passed; in Ripley, Tennessee, or in Jennings, Missouri. 
There can be no argument about popcorn, it is felt. “An American 
who doesn’t crunch the pop while watching Roy Rogers singing 
his way across the Western plains is an American who just isn’t 
living right. Besides, he can’t rightly know what Rogers is 


singing about.”

BUT THE PLEASURES of popcorn munching are not the 
only reasons why the sturdy little yellowish tidbits are native to 
the lobbies of country and small-town theaters. There is an eco- 
nomic consideration that is all-important. As Eddie Clark, man- 
ager of the Massac Theater in this river town, told me, “small- 
town theaters consider popcorn the veritable financial pillarettes 
on which their edifices of entertainment stand firm and solid.” 
The big movie nights from a cash point of view, he explained, 
are Saturdays and Sundays. The other nights may or may not 
pay their way. It depends on what you have to offer. Westerns 
go over fine. So do homey little family stories like Lum and 
Abner. But what the cities consider big stuff, like romance and 
sophisticated comedy and melodrama and war, is poison where 
the grass grows. “For every good honest Western, though, we 
have to take one or two of the others.” And popcorn, when 
smart dialogue and harrowing plots fail, fills the box-office 
breach. “Popcorn, may its name be blessed, amen, pays the bills 
that come every week with the regularity of bad news. Popcorn 
spells the difference between profit and loss. It is rent, elec- 
tricity, operating costs, janitor service.” Without popcorn, for 
which there is no really reasonable facsimile thereof, although 
peanuts, chewing gum and candy are worthy and trying-hard 
auxiliaries, most small-town theaters would simply have to close,

“KNOW ONE, IN fact,” said Eddie, “not too far from here, 
either, which has an audience so critical of the pictures it is 
honestly believed the people come to the show just. when they 
want to spend a quiet couple of hours crunching popcorn for 
the relaxation and fun of it.” The movie operator in that theater 
doesn’t quarrel with this actuality, but makes a friend of it. 
“All through the show, he has his ushers passing up and down 
the aisles peddling the stuff. On the screen you hear ‘Tyrone 
Shapiro’ saying, ‘I love you’ to melting ‘Bubbles Bluenose.’ Min- 
gled with “‘Tyrone’s’ dulcet syllables comes the cry of the busy 
vendors, ‘Get your nickel bag of popcorn, folks.” And Herschel 
Webster, proprietor of movie houses in Percy and Steeleville, Ill., 
is another who echoes the sentimental and practical reverence 
for popcorn. “When my boy turned 16 years old this year,” says 
Webster, “I gave him the popcorn concession in the theater. 
Clears, if past experience is worth anything, $1200 a year for 
him. Can you think of many 16-year-old boys who get that kind 
of start in life?”

THE WAR, WITH THE rationing of oil seasoning and the 
fixing of ceiling prices on the raw popcorn by the Office of 
Price Administration that came in its wake, has caused a few 
changes in popcorn. OPA fixed the price at 12% cents per pound, 
and the city seed companies, which traditionally have gupplied 
the operators with the raw stuff, abide by this price, all operators 
agree. But the operators have got to have more popcorn than 
the seed companies may sell them. “So a new industry has 
grown up among farmers in the vicinity of country movie houses 
—the home-growing of popcorn.” The farmers bring the stuff 
in and “a little legal conniving” ensues. “The farmers, like the 
seed company people, are not allowed to ask a price in excess 
of 12% cents. So we make them an offer. If the stuff’s poppable, 
we'll offer them prices ranging up to 15 cents or even 18 cents.” 
Two operators who told me this “naturally” didn’t want their 
names quoted. “It is not exactly right for us to offer them such 
prices. The practice does, I suppose, constitute a violation, but 
there are no penalties attached to our offering a price. The pen- 
alties all pertain to the seller asking a price in excess of the 


ceiling. So we get away with it.”

NE of the most important of wartime humanitarian jobs is that done 
by the Red Cross in aid of prisoners of war. It is a job which is 
growing in importance for the United States as more and more 

Americans reach the lefronts. It was estimated this month that about 
15,000 Americans were prisoners of war in Europe. The American Red 
Cross, working through the International Committee of the Red Cross in 
neutral Switzerland, helps American prisonets in these ways: At week- 
ly intervals it sends an 1l-pound package of food to each prisoner to 
supplement his prison rations. It sends packages of special invalid food 
for hospitalized prisoners, and medical kits. It keeps at prison camps 
stock piles of replacement clothing and “orn-capture” packages contain- 


ing toilet articles and related supplies to be given prisoners on arrival if 


they lack such comforts. Its néutral delegates visit prison camps to see 
that prisoners are treated in accordance with the Geneva convention. In 
many cases it helps establish communication between prisoners and 
their families. The cost of part of this work is paid from funds collected 
in the annual Red Cross campaigns. In the 1944 campaign, which will 
open Wednesday, $2,800,000 will be sought in St. Louis. Information 
iven the Réd Cross is that, in the main, prisoners of war in Europe are 
treated according to international agreements. The Red Cross, as 
wel] as the United States Government, is persisting in efforts to insure 
like treatment for the prisoners of Japan.
